at the annual B accalau re ate exercis­ 
es held Sunday night at the 
Alain 
S treet C hristian church. 
The annual event a ttra c te d an un- 
usallv large crowd «with the church 
auditorium being filled to capacity, 
and with people turned aw ay unable 
to acquire standing room. The S en­ 
iors m arched into a reserved section 
in the center of tin* church, 
when 
the high school o rc h estra played the 
opening selection. 
The Rev. Mr. S age delivered 
a 
m essage on ‘‘The R oad to 
G re a t­ 
n e s s ,” presenting the subject from 
various angles, and stressin g 
the 
fa c t th at the range fo r g re atn ess to ­ 
d ay is unlimited fo r the youth 
of 
America, as the world w aits fo r all 
who wish to achieve greatness. 
The speaker em phasized the 
fact 
th at “ w hatever the profession that 
you choose m ay he, w hether it is one

Poisonous Plants 
A. A. 
Hansen, 
weed 
specialist 
from Purdue university, gave an il­ 
lustrated 
lecture 
on 
poisonous 
plants found on Indiana farm s be­ 
fore tlx* high school while here last 
week. Mr. 
Hansen was introduced 
by E. E. Privett, vocational teacher. 
In sh a k in g o f white snake root, 
Mr. Hansen stated that white snake 
root had only been recognized «lur­ 
ing the past five years, as the weed 
causing poisonous milk which re­ 
sulted in milk sickness and 
trem ­ 
bles during the early history of this 
state. W hite snake root is known to 
exist in 
different 
parts 
of Rush 
county. 
In 
'Wayne 
county 
the 
Dalton 
Township Farm Bureau 
fed white 
snake orot to a sheep to prove the 
truth of the situation. In 30 hours 
after th<* sheep received th<* white 
snake root, it died. 
First the ewe 
arched her ba«»k, then 
.-he 
went 
down on her knees and just before 
dying, she laid on her side. Cows 
fed white snake root produce milk 
which readily kills mice. 
At Purdue 
U niversity last sum ­ 
mer, 10 pounds o f white snake root 
was fed to a young bull which re­ 
sulted in its death. H orses are al>o 
effected but do not eat it on their 
own 
accord. 
H orses dying 
from 
snake root 
poisoning 
have 
blood 
blisters on the heart. Ordinarily 
it 
does not 
poison 
hogs but 
when 
forced fed pigs 
develop 
trembles 
and die as do cattle. 
Cockle-burr 
sprouts, 
commonly 
found on wet land, are responsible 
for losses in hogs about this time 
o f the year when the ground 4>egins 
to dry out. Also nurrs lodge in the 
h o g s throat. A good remedy is 
to 
give tin* hog grease, or ll vou are 
afraid to give this, give the animal 
a good drink of rich cream. 
Gypsum is not generally 
recog­ 
nized as a poisonous plant, but 
it 
is definitely known that 2 or 3 seed 
pods will kill a child. Also children 
have been known to 
blow 
bubbles 
with 
flowers, 
and

amount of poison to kill them. Hogs

Extending the Law's Arm 
The presidt nt lias issued an exe­ 
cutive order empowering the leder- 
al prohibition enforcement officer to 
appoint ioeal officials t»> assist 
in 
enforcing the \ olstead law. 
As might he expected, there 
has 
been a storm oi protest against this 
so-called encroachment upon 
statc 
authori! v, hut most of it lia s 
eouie 
from tin* moditicationists and those 
of more pronounced wet tendencies. 
If the m n who want the Volstead 
law made less severe on the theory 
th at it can’t he enforced in its pres­ 
ent form, arc sincere in their argu­ 
ments, they should not object to thi> 
extension of the law's arm io deter­ 
mine whether prohibition 
can 
be 
made more effective. 
The criticism that tin* order vio­ 
lates tin“ rights of states is not well 
taken, inasmuch as no coercion 
or 
force will he applied by the feder­ 
al government to get state co-opera­ 
tion. 
The order says that tin* appoint­ 
ments may be made in states where 
there are no statutes forbidding state 
officers to accept such appointments, 
and none will he made except 
with 
the acquiescence of the appointee. 
Surely no one can consistently ob­ 
ject to tlii sat tempt on the part of 
the federal prohibition officer to ex­ 
tend he operations of the Volstead 
act. It at least should be given a fair 
test.

Extending the Law's Arm 


The iiresidfiit has issued an exe- 


cutive order empowering the fcdor- 
jil prohibition enforcement •ofliccr to 
appoint local officials to assist 
in 


.riiioiving Ihe Volstead law. 


As might lie expected, there 
has 


been a storm of protest against this 
so-called encroachment upon statt 
anlhoriiy, liirt most of it has 
eome 


from the niodincationists and those 
of more pronounced wet tendencies. 


If the men who want the Volstead 


law made less severe on the theory 
that, it can't he enforced in its pres- 
ent form, arc sincere in their argu- 
nu'iils, they should not object to this 
extension of Ihe liMv's arm to deter- 
mine whether prohibition can 
be 


made more effective. 


The criticism that the order vio- 


lates the rights of slates is not well 
taken, inasmuch as no coercion or 
force will be applied by the feder- 
al government to get state co-opera- 
tion. 


The order says that the appoint- 


ments may lie made in states where 
there arc no statutes forbidding state 
officers to accept such appointments,: 
and none will be made .except -with 
the aci|«iescence of the appointee. 


Surely no one can consistently ob- 


ject to tin satlempl on the part of 
the federal prohibition officer to ex- 
tend he operations of the Volstead 
act. It at least should be given a fail- 
test.
